COMMENTS 
Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claim 8 
defines a thread guide device for a sewing machine comprising a needle, a needle 
clamp with a thread guide, threading means for clamping the upper thread to the thread 
guide, a thread holding portion and a thread transfer means for transferring the upper 
thread to the needle eye for threading. The threading means further comprises a 
needle clamp guiding member for guiding the thread to the thread guide by rotating a 
thread guide arm and a thread guiding transmitting means for rotating the needle clamp 
thread guiding member for clamping the needle clamp thread guide. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Pertinent Citations 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Shoji illustrates a needle threader with a translatable and 
rotatable needle threader having an attached support member, which holds the upper 
thread against a guide plate. Peterson et al., and Sato et al. Illustrate a needle- 
threading device including at least two thread guides above the needle eye. Ogawa et 
al. illustrate a needle threader including a swingable arm with a thread guide and 
tension means
